Church TV Censured 


(New York) - A television publication editor has charged that organized religion 
Hacm fellen i147, 0m 1usiface’ in its use of television. 


"A poverty of ideas, triteness of language, artistic dishonesty and cheapness... 
blatency and banality" characterize the churches!’ use of the medium, John BE, Mc- 
Millin, editor of Sponsor magazine, a news weekly for the US radio and television 
advertising industry said in a laymen's Sunday address at the Protestant Episcopal 
Church of the Epiphany, New York. 


The rise of the medium has exposed the "intellectual fuzziness and creative- 
ness sterility in many churches today", he declared. "Nearly every other field 
of human interest, including politics, science, education and sports, is better 
represented on TV than religion. 


"Modern religion has forgotten its need for creative poets and prophets. It 
seems to have turned its back on those who might restate, refresh and revitalize 
its faith." What is needed, he added, is men who understand religious concepts 
and can express them with clarity and imagination. 


"We have a creative responsibility to television", he declared, “a responsi- 
bility to find new and compelling ways of using TV to spread the Gospel of God's 
love and man's brotherhood." EPS, Geneva 
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RC_Ecumenical Council in Three Years 


(Rome) — The Ecumenical Council of the Roman Catholic Church announced by Pope 
John XXIII will not be held before another three years, Vatican Secretary of 
State, Domenico Cardinal Tardini, has announced in Rome. 


When convened, it will be an "internal affair" of the Roman Catholic , 
Church and will not permit any "giving and taking" with Protestant representatives, 
Cardinal Tardini told reporters in one of his rare press conferences. 


The prelate said that representatives of other Christian groups will be 
welcome as "observers" but, so far, there is no intention of issuing individual 
invitations, 


The primary task of the Council, he said, will be to "promote the development 
of the Catholic faith; to bring new life to the traditions of the Christian 
people and to bring up to date ecclesiastical disciplines in accordance with the 
necessity of the times," 


Cardinal Tardini added that the Ecumenical Council will probably be conducted 
in Latin without simultaneous earphone translations because of the difficulty of 
finding enough Latin experts capable of instantaneous translation of the technical 
phrases of theology. He said there will be some system of press coverage for 
the Council and that advice on how to handle this is "coming from the United 
States", 


The date for the Council is considerably later than had been anticipated. 
When the Pope first announced his intention of holding an Ecumenical Council it 
was thought it might take place as early as 1960. BPS, Geneva 


(Johannesburg) — The multi-racial membership of the Dutch Reformed Church of the 
Transvaal and Natal is defended in an editorial in a recent issue of the church's 
Newsletter as “the best news about our church", 


"Tt is no problem to us, but a great joy that our faith is being professed 
and upheld by so many non-white members", the editorial states. “Our church has 
sometimes been called the Boer Church (the name given to white Dutch settlers) 
and even though we do not care as much for that name as some do, we would have 
peace with it if our church is then likewise referred to as the Bantu Church or 
the Coloured Church — to designate the same church. 


"Considering that the population of our country is predominantly non-white", 
it continues, "the day may come when the majority of the members of our church 
will be coloured, That will be a happy day and will crown the missionary work 
for which we are sacrificing so much today." 


Statistics issued recently by the church for 1957. show the membership at 
872,933 persons, of whom 663,701 are whites and 209,¢32 non-whites. Non—white 
members in foreign mission fields (outside the Union of South Africa) were listed 
at 90,463. The church also has 296 ordained white missionaries and 49 non-white 
missionaries and 521 non-white unordained evangelists working in the Union.

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New "Old Believers" Community Discovered in Turkey 


(Istanbul) - A new colony of Old Believers, colourful descendants of the conserva-— 
tive members of the Russian Orthodox Church who broke away in the 17th century, 
has been "discovered" in the heart of Asia Minor. 


A community of about 1,000 persons is living in Islamic Turkey, working as 
fishermen along the Nicea Lake — the area in which the Nicene Creed, used or 


SaaS by most Christians, was drawn up in the early centuries of the Christian 
urch. 


First contact with the community was made last month after a visiting card 
belonging to Dr, Edgar H.S, Chandler, director of the World Council of Churches! 
Service to Refugees, was mailed by a member of the Old Believers' colony in 
Brazil to a relative in the Turkish community. 


A senior member of the community, card in hand, made the four-hour trip to 


the WCC field office in Istanbul to announce that his community "would like to go 
TOeUrazid too. 


The 500-member agricultural community in Brazil, all of whose members had 
been refugees in Hong Kong, was established last year by the World Council of 
Churches. (See EPS No. 46, 1958). 


Mrs. A.H.A. Went-van der Vring, WCC representative in Turkey described the 
visit as "the surprise of my life. No one had any idea there were any strong 
groups of Christians in Asia Minor." She said she would visit the community soon 
to explore the possibility of resettlement. BPS, Geneva 


Anglican Study Group Recommends Change in Suicide Law 


(London) -— A committee set up by the Archbishop of Canterbury, Dr. Geoffrey 
Fisher, in 1958, has urged that attempted suicide should no longer be regarded as 
a criminal offence. The committee's recommendations, which have been published 
in a 56-page booklet entitled "Ought Suicide to Be a Crime", will be discussed by 
the official assemblies of the C.urch of England. 


There is a growing tendency among the public, the committee states, for the 
suicide to be regarded as a psychological rather than a criminal case, and in its 
attitude "the law, as it stands, is out of date and ineffective". 


"With regard to attempted suicide", it adds, "the law is not uniformly en- 
forced and it ought to be repealed or amended." 


Traditional Christian ethics, the committee points out, are not very clear on 
the moral aspect of suicide, making a distinction between "noble" self-sacrifice 
and voluntary self-destruction, where it is not always easy to find the dividing 
line. 


The study indicates that there are approximately 5,000 successful suicides 
and as many as 30,000 attempted suicides in a year in England. "Tt 1s worth 
reflecting that suicide appears to be rarely the act of a criminal type of man",

The study further recommends that a new offence should be created of aiding, 
abetting or instigating another to take his own life, and that more help should 
be given to pastors in understanding their duty towards attempted suicides.

EACC Plans Ecumenical Course 


(Rangoon) - Plans for a four-week ecumenical course for Asian laity and youth 
have been announced by the East Asia Christian Conference. 


The course, the first of its kind to be held under EBACC auspices, is scheduled 
frm December 28 to January 24, at Hong Kong. Attending will be about 45 youth and 
laity from Korea, Japan, Okinawa, Taiwan, the Philippines, Malaya, Thailand and 
Hong Kong, to be chosen by churches in each country in cooperation with its nation— 
al Christian council, In addition one consultant or a leader each is also ex— 
pected to participate from Indonesia, Ceylon, India, Pakistan and Burma. 


An announcement said the course will seek to provide Christian instruction, 
study and discussion, and the pooling of information about work being done by 
the churches among the laity and youth in each country represented. A tentative 
programme lists lectures on “Asian Christians in Asian s2cieties, the relation— 
ship between the resurgent religions of Asia and church missions and a. study of 
the theological concepts of laity and witness, The programme will also include: 
special weekend lectures by lawyers, doctors or youth workers from Hong Kong 
and work camp projects at a Hong Kong refugee Service agency or similar relief 
project in the area, 


Leaders will include Dr. Hendrik Kraemer, Dutch theologian and former director 
of the World Council of Churches! Ecumenical Institute at Bossey, Switzerland.

Anglican Prelate Would Accept Pope As Leader 


(Chicago) - The second-ranking prelate of the Church of England said in a news 
conference in Chicago, Ill., that he would accept the Roman Catholic Pope as the 
Christian Church's’ No. 1, but not infallible leader, 


"T am willing to accept the Pope as a presiding bishop among the bishops of 
Christendom, but not as infallible", Dr. Arthur Michael Ramsey, Anglican Archbishop 
of York, declared. This means, he added, that he would consider the Pope as 
“first among equals". 


Dr. Ramsey, who is visiting the United States on a lecture tour, said that 
he does not believe Pope John's Ecumenical Council will be "nearly as significant" 
as it might be if it were to include Christians other than Roman Catholics. But, 
he added, "the present Pope seems to be... filled with the spirit of Christian 
charity, and where Christian charity exists, the results are quite incalculable",

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Aid Asked in US Milk Emergency 


(Elkhart, Ind.) - A US relief agency official has described the cut in US government 
milk supplies for distribution to overseas needy as "a greater emergency than we 
faced two years ago in the Hungarian flight for freedom", (See EPS No, 41), 


Albert W. Farmer, director of CROP (Christian Rural Overseas Programme) in 
an appeal to agency supporters said that the fate of thousands of recipients of 
milk under the programme depends upon securing new supplies. 


"Unless we act to keep milk flowing, rations will be further reduced, milk- 
bars closed, orphanages cut off the receiving list, whole countries dropped from 
the roster of those we are concerned about," he said. 


Supplying the milk will be a test of US concern for the needy, he added. 
"Have the churches and the people of America given to share our abundance because 
they cared, or only because such care is cheap?" he asked. "Now that powdered 
milk will cost a dollar for some five or six pounds instad of over three hundred 
pounds, will we continue to give substantial aid?" 


Meanwhile Inter—Church Aid officials of the World Council of Churches have 
reported they do not expect to receive any sizeable contributions of milk supplies 
from European churches because of summer droughts which have created milk short— 
ages in most countries. They said that if supplies are not available from other 
parts of the world, the WCC will attempt to fill part of the gap with milk pur- 
chased through funds raised in special appeals to its member churches. 


The “almost virtual ending" of the programme was made necessary by the ex- 
haustion of surplus supplies which the US government has made available to church 
and other aid agencies for oversea distribution since 1954. The cut amounts 
to about one-third of the total food distribution shipments of Church World 
Service, the agency through which most US Protestant churches contribute fo- 
overseas relief. HPS, Geneva . 


Dutch Roman Catholics and Protestants Sponsor Meetings 


(Nimwegen) —- Protestant and Roman Catholics in the university town of Nimwegen, 
the Netherlands, are cooperating in sponsoring a month-long programme on religion 
and the arts during November. 


Clergy and laity of both confessions are presenting lectures on sculpture in 
the church, church-music and religious drama, A special series of evening 
meetings designed to stimulate interest in the Roman Catholic and Reformed litur- 
gies includes lectures, choral music and drama and the singing of both Roman 
Catholic and Protestant hymns. An exhibition of photographs and models of 
modern church architecture is also included. 


A spokesman for the sponsoring committee said the programme was organized 
because "today Roman Catholics and Protestants are faced by many of the same) 
questions. In Holland we live side by side and our concern is to facilitate 
contact between the two churches in order to promote real understanding."

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"Demonstrated" Christian Unity Urged 


(Tokyo) - Dr. W.A. Visser 't Hooft, general secretary of the World Council of 
Churches, has called upon the churches to take "a common stand against isolation- 
ism and self-centred onfessionalism". 


"The Church must demonstrate that Christ actually overcomes the walls of 
Separation, class, nation, race and denomination", he declared. "This must mani- 
fest itself in our willingness to have fellowship across all national, racial and 
ideological frontiers." 


Dr. Visser 't Hooft addressed a mass meeting held in Tokyo, Japan, in 
connection with a "Centennial Assembly Week" (November 1-8), marking the 100th 
anniversary of Protestantism in Japan. 


The World Council leader said that in Protestant history there has been "too 
exclusive emphasis on the individual call and not enough on our common calling. 
No individual church can fulfill the whole calling by itself", he declared. 

“We need each other to understand the dimensions of the call. We need mutual 
correction by each other in order to realize our own shortcomings and unfaith— 
fulness." 


He warned that the task of the Church should not be viewed in human terms, 
but "in the light of our divine calling in which it is seen that God takes the 
initiative and we belong together, not because we have so much in common, but 
because we are called together in a common task by one and the same Lord, 


"The deepest motive of the ecumenical movement is this break through to the. 
awareness of our common calling by God," he said. "Tt could not have lived 
through the crises of our time, if it were merely animated by human motives. Its 
real dynamic is in the sense of shame and repentance because the churches have not 
lived up to the image which the New Testament gives of the Church and the Body -f 
Christ and the People of God. 


"Common obedience to this calling is a manifest unity. Invisible unity is 
not enough. We must overcome our fear of unity. A true unity based on the New 
Testament is not a centralized, oppressive unity or a dull uniformity. Tt See 
full sharing of the gifts given to the Church... a unity which demonstrates in a 
divided world that because men are reconciled to God they can also live together 
as brothersreconciled to each other." 


Dr. Visser 't Hooft's address preceded a worship service in which represen-— 
tatives of Protestant churches around the world joined with Japanese leaders in 
marking the anniversary. Following the service were official ceremonies com— 
memorating the arrival in 1859 of Episcopal, Dutch Reformed and Presbyterian 
missionaries in Japan. 


Events during the Centennial Assembly Week include a mass youth rally, a 
recention for ministers and laymen from Japanese churches overseas, a women's 
rally and music festival. Each denomination affiliated with the National 
Christian Council is also holding its own commemorative centenary services, and 
400 churches in Tokyo are cooperating in distribution of literature under sponsor-— 
ship of the World Literature Crusade. 


Additional rallies and crusades are also being held this autumn in some half 
dogen cities. A feature of the year is an evangelizing project being conducted 
by nine teams of 30 students each of the Japan Christian College in cooperation 
with 12 denominations. The teams will work in 48 "pioneer areas" distributing 
Gospel tracts and holding meetings. EPS, Geneva 
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Bishop Dibelius Conducts East Berlin Service 


(Berlin) - Bishop Otto Dibelius, of Berlin-Brandenburg, who has reportedly been — 
told by East German authorities that "measures will be taken" to bar his further 


activity in East Berlin, conducted worship services there on Sunday (November 1) 
without incident. (See EPS Nos. 40, 41). 


As has been his practice on the first Sunday of the month, Bishop Dibelius 
preached in the Marienkirche (St. Mary's Church). His sermon text was "Blessed 
are they which hunger and thirst after righteousness, for they shall be filled." 
A large congregation attended the service and aftcrwards flocked around the 
bishop to wish him well, reports said. 


There had been doubt that authorities would permit Bishop Dibelius to enter 
Kast Berlin as the result of the "supreme authority" controversy in which he has | 
upheld the view that Christians do not owe allegiance in the Biblical sense to 
the East German Republic or any other totalitarian state. (Bishop Dibelius has 
been permitted to enter East Berlin, but has been barred for some time from 
entering the other East German sections of his diocese.) 


The warning to Bishop Dibelius was given by East Berlin Mayor Waldemar 
Schmidt in a two-hour conversation held the last week in October. A report of 
the talks published in the Berliner Zeitung, an East Berlin newspaper, said 
Mayor Schmidt told the bishop that as long as he continued to uphold his views 
on authority, he would deprive himself of any basis for continued activity in 
Kast Berlin. 


The newspaper said that the Hast Berlin leader said that "the Magistrate of 
Greater Berlin had learned to his deep regret: that Bishop Dibelius was working 
against the legislation of a democratic Berlin" and that he had written "a 
libellous document which openly incites people to disobey the laws passed by tho 
Chamber of Deputies of Greater Berlin, and to disturb peace and order." 


It said the Magistrate "was forced" to. this conclusion after "a careful 
examination of the facts" and that "measures would be taken accordingly." 


According to reports, leaders of Bishop Dibelius' church thus far have made no 
comments on the interview. They had earlier formally disassociated themselves 
from the bishop's position in an official statement. 


Bishop Dibelius expanded on his views in a recent broadcast on the West 
Berlin radio in which he appeared with Bishop Hanns Lilje, of Hanover, who has 
opposed his views. Both bishops, however, agreed that the Christian has a duty 
to obey and respect the state's "outer order". 


On this point, Bishop Dibelius said he had been widely misinterpreted in — 
citing traffic signs as an illustration of the right of the Christian not to owe 
allegiance to the totalitarian state. He said that "a bishop who will urge 
pelievers to sabotage the state's traffic regulations is yet to be bora.” 


In a totalitarian state, he said, the Christian must find a spiritual 
attitude which enables him to remain spiritually aloof from the political 
system, "but this does not mean they must disregard the state's outer order, 


which even in a totalitarian state is necessary to safeguard man's existence",

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Roman Catholic Attitude Seen Impeding Unity 


(Sydney) - A prominent US Protestant theologian has described the lack of "coop— 
erative understanding" on the part of the Roman Catholic Church as a major obstacle 
to Christian unity. 


Dr, William N, Pittenger, professor of Christian apologetics at the General 
Technological Seminary (Protestant Episcopal), New York, said that one of the"real 
difficulties" in reaching union is the “unwillingness on the part of the Roman 
Catholics to take other than a stand inviting complete submission to Rome, 
without any attempt at cooperative understanding". 


"Only two things", he added, "could make reunion possible - understanding on 


the theological level, which is going well, and understanding at a parish level". 
Dr. Pittinger is in Australia on an extended lecture tour, EPS, Geneva 


Asian Churches Aid Typhoon Victims 


(Geneva) - Funds totalling more than $7,500 have been contributed by member 
churches and agencies of the Hast Asia Christian Conference to aid victims of 
Japan's Typhoon Vera. (See EPS No. 41). 


In the first major appeal conducted by the Conference, immediate contributions 
were received from four countries and special collections are being made in five 
others, EBACC Inter-Church Aid Secretary, the Rev. Alan A. Brash, has reported to 
World Council of Churches headquarters in Geneva, 


Contributions include $1,000 from the United Church of Christ in Thailand; 
$1,000 from the Burma Christian Council Relief Committee; $1,400 from the 
Australian Council of Churches; and $4,200 from the New Zealand Council of 
Churches. In addition, special appeals are being conducted in Indonesia, Malaya, 
Bast Pakistan, West Pakistan and Ceylon. EPS, Geneva 


"Psychological Difficulties" of Union Cited 


(Salzburg) — A prominent Roman Catholic leader has suggested that it would be 
"better psychologically" if the Roman Catholic Church referred to Protestants 
and Orthodox as "separated brethren" rather than as "heretics and schismatics". 


The Rev, Dr. Thomas Sartory, OSB, a leader of the Una Sancta movement, said 
in a speech in Salzburg, Austria, that the Ecumenical Council called by Pope 
John XXIII will have to pay special attention to "psychological diffieulties which 
are an obstacle to reunion". 


"Tt is a mistake’, he added, "to blame the Protestants and Orthodox alone 
for the division of the Church. Nor should the reunion of the Chu~ch be en- 
visaged merely as a return of those churches to the bosom of Rome, The aim 
should rather be unity when, where and how God wills." 


Una Sancta is a movement of clergy and laity of both the Roman Catholic and 
Protestant churches for Christian unity. EPS, Geneva 
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Church Contributions Up_in US 


(New York) - Contributions by members of 49 Protestant and Eastern Orthodox 
churches in the United States in 1958 totalled a record $2,352,159,290 — as 
compared with $2,206,593,817 for 52 bodies reporting the previous year, 


Gifts for benevolences — home and foreign missions and overseas relief - 
amounted to $473,911,@95 - or 20.2 per cent of the total for the 49 groups, 
slightly above the percentage for 1957. 


Giving in 40 church bodies which reported comparable figures in 1957 and 
1958 increased almost seven per cent, Per capita contributions averaged $62.25. 


The figures were reported in New York by the Department of Stewardship and 
Benevolence of the National Council of Churches, BPS, Geneva

Membership in the Methodist Church in the United States has risen to 
9,915,459 — an increase of 125,543 or 1.27 per cent over last year's figure, 
according to a report issued by the church's news service.

The number of organized Methodist churches 
was listed at 39,236 —- a decrease of 81 over a year ago, and it has 27,750 minis— 
ters.
